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REPORT  OF  ACTING  SECRETARY. 


T'o  the  Members  of  the  New  England  Tariff  Reform  League:  — 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  the  work  of  the  League  has 
gone  steadily  forward,  and,  if  not  so  conspicuous  as  in  former 
years,  has,  we  trust,  been  as  effective. 

Less  effort  than  heretofore  has  been  spent  in  arranging  for 
public  meetings  in  the  country  towns,  but  the  fact  that  it  was 
“campaign  year”  and  a “Cleveland  campaign,”  or,  in  other 
words,  a “tariff-reform  campaign,”  rendered  that  particular 
line  of  work  unnecessary. 

Tariff  reform  being  the  main  issue  between  the  parties,  it 
naturally  became  the  theme  of  every  campaign  speaker,  and 
formed  the  topic  of  discussion  at  every  political  debate. 

Obviously  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  League  under  such 
conditions  was  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  speakers  by 
the  careful  compilation  and  effective  distribution  of  documents 
bearing  directly  on  the  principles  for  which  our  organization 
has  so  long  labored.  For  the  preparation  of  the  literature 
sent  out  under  our  imprint  the  League  is  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  Jabez  Fox,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Sam- 
uel W.  Mendum,  of  the  Document  Committee,  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Lamb,  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  Mr.  George  Brickett, 
one  of  the  League’s  valued  members.

Our  documents  were  sent  out  mostly  in  New  England, 

: Ithough  thousands  went  to  New  York  and  Wisconsin,  and 
lesser  quantities  to  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Iowa  and  the 
Mcific  coast.  Several  of  our  leaflets,  notably,  “Republican 
Reciprocity”  and  “Twenty  Questions  for  1892,”  were  trans- 
ited into  the  German  and  Swedish  languages  and  largely 
circulated  by  reform  organizations  in  Boston,  New  York,  and 
Irooklvn. 

Five  dinners  have  been  given  by  the  League  during  its 
iscal  year,  the  large  attendance  on  these  several  occasions 
)eing  proof  sufficient  that  interest  in  the  cause  is  unabated. 

Our  dinner  speakers  have  included  Messrs.  Brooks  Adams, 
osiah  Quincy,  Charles  S.  P'airchild,  Harvey  N.  Shepard, 
Yilliam  B.  Rice,  Charles  W.  Eliot,  Pldward  Atkinson,  Hamil- 
on  A.  Hill,  William  H.  Lincoln,  and  Henry  George. 

The  membership  of  the  League  has  increased  to  1,566, 
igainst  1 ,440  last  year,  and  has  been  recruited  by  not  a few 
ormer  adherents  of  the  protectionist  party. 

We  regret  to  report  the  loss  of  twelve  members  by  death 
ind  forty-three  by  resignation.  Of  the  resignations  it  is  to  be 
said  that  in  every  instance  the  cause  given  was  either  ill- 
lealth  or  removal  from  New  England,  and  not  any  lack  of 
iympathy  with  the  object  of  our  organization. 

The  Executive  Committee  desires  to  extend  its  grateful 
icknowledgments  to  the  Young  Men’s  Democratic  Club  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Independent  Cleveland  Committee,  Hon. 
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David  A.  Wells,  and  the  Open  Court  Publishing  Company 
for  gifts  of  documents  for  distribution ; to  Hon.  George  Fred 
Williams  and  Hon.  Joseph  H.  O’Neil  for  bound  volumes  for 
our  reading-room,  and  to  the  many  friends  who  have  so  gen- 
erously contributed  to  our  funds  and  who  have  encouraged 
us  in  many  ways. 

The  resignation  of  Hon.  Charles  S.  Hamlin  secretary 
of  the  League  was  received  with  regret  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  was  accepted  because  there  was  no  alterna- 
tive. Mr.  Hamlin’s  abundant  knowledge  of  the  customs  laws, 
together  with  his  well-known  zeal  as  a tariff-reformer,  pecul- 
iarly fitted  him  for  the  office  he  held  in  our  association  and 
will  make  his  loss  keenly  felt. 

His  appointment  as  one  of  the  assistant  secretaries  of  the 
treasury  was  a prompt  recognition  of  his  abilities  by  the 
President;  and,  in  entering  upon  his  new  duties,  Mr.  Hamlin 
carries  with  him  the  hearty  congratulations  and  most  cordial 
good  wishes  of  the  members  of  the  New  England  Tariff  Re- 
form League. 

As  acting  secretary,  since  the  resignation  of  IMr.  Hamlin,  I 
beg  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our 
president  and  officers  of  the  League  for  the  great  considera- 
tion shown  me  and  for  their  co-operation  and  guidance. 

The  last  campaign  was  called  a reading  and  reasoning  cam- 
paign, and  the  general  results  unquestionably  prove  that  the 
people  have  been  studying  principles  rather  than  forms ; have 
grovrn  less  partisan  and  more  open  to  conviction ; have  been 
less  willing  to  affiliate  with  a part}'  that  was  theirs  simply  by 
inheritance,  and  have  shown  a greater  disposition  to  study 
economic  subjects  for  themselves. 

If  the  Home  Market  Club,  and  protectionists  generally, 
draw  inspiration  from  defeat,  how  much  greater  inspiration 
must  the  tariff  reformers  draw  from  unqualified  success.  With 
a President  and  Congress  belonging  to  a party  whose  cam- 
paign cry  was  uncompromising  tariff  reform,  the  outlook  is 
more  than  favorable,  and  the  members  of  the  New  England 
Tariff  Reform  League  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the 
work  accomplished  thus  far. 

Too  much  insistence,  however,  cannot  be  placed  on  the 
fact  that  the  great  work  yet  remains  to  be  done.

To  the  Members  of  the  Nesv  England  Tariff  Reform  League  and  all 
Other  Friends  of  Tariff  Reform  ; — 

Since  the  political  success  of  the  tariff  reform  issue,  as 
evinced  by  the  election  of  Grover  Cleveland  to  the  presidency 
of  the  United  States,  it  seems  to  be  assumed  by  many  friends 
of  the  cause  that  the  object  aimed  at  has  been  obtained. 
This  is  so  far  from  the  fact  that  never  was  there  more  need  of 
active  and  energetic  work  to  keep  up  the  agitation  for  the 
destruction  of  the  protective  system.  Ideas  and  sentiments 
promulgated  during  the  presidential  canvass  grow  fainter 
after  the  successful  candidates  have  been  chosen,  and  in  the 
tumult  of  office-seeking  the  principles  that  determined  the 

contest  are  minimized  or  forgotten. 

This  League  will  have  no  period  of  deserved  rest  until  the 
goal  of  revenue  duties  only  is  attained.  While  any  class  of 
Americans  is  permitted  by  law  to  prosper  at  the  expense  of 
the  people,  through  special  grant  of  Congress,  no  protest 
must  be  spared  and  no  opportunity  for  popular  enlighten- 
ment overlooked. 

We  therefore  appeal  vvnth  new’  zeal  to  our  members,  both 
present  and  former,  to  increase  their  efforts  to  preach  the 
law  of  equal  justice,  and  the  urgency  of  thorough  legislation. 
The  assembling  of  Congress  will  show  the  forgetfulness  by 
many  members  of  the  very  issue  which  bore  them  into  pow’er. 
They  need  to  be  held  to  a strict  account  by  their  constitu- 
ents and  forced  to  remember  the  sentiments  of  the  voters 
who  sent  them  to  W’^ashington.  The  work  of  the  League  is  a 
quiet  one  but  more  potent  than  many  boisterous  campaigns, 
for  its  influence  is  perv'asive  and  changes  convictions,  which 

in  due  time  change  legislators.

ARTICLE  II.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION.
